The failure of Senator Hiram Johnson to 
receive an invitation from President Hoover 
to a formal dinner that was given to Ambassa­ 
dor Dawes 
in Washington, amounted 
to a 
“ tempest in a tea-pot. ” 
Invitations were sent and the dinner held, 
and it appears that Johnson was the only 
member of the Foreign 
Relations committee 
who might have attended who did not receive 
an invitation to do so. The enemies of Johnson 
quickly fixed upon it as absolute evidence of a 
break between the President and Johnson, and 
that the President deliberately and to this de­ 
gree publicly snubbed the Senator, 
But the joy which Johnson’s enemies could 
get out of any such condition was quickly turn­ 
ed to consternation, as the President, when he 
learned that Johnson had not been 
invited, 
promptly issued a letter of apology, which show­ 
ed that the failure of Johnson’s name to be in­ 
cluded was an inadvertence which no one re­ 
gretted more than the President himself. 
The fact is that we can hardly imagine that 
any one tvho is a friend of President Hoover 
would conceive that he would be guilty of the 
discourtesy that this act would indicate, re­ 
gardless of how he might personally feel toward 
Johnson because of difference on any public 
question. 
It would have been more of a reflection 
upon the President than upon Senator Johnson, 
and we believe that the people of this country, ’ 
know that President Hoover is not that kind 
of a man.

l has been done other than giving the opportun-
